Will Win Customers for S. P., Says President McDonald 


From his ofice in San Francisco, 
President A. D. McDonald, addressed the 
following message to all Southern Pacific 
employes at the beginning of the new year: 


My hearty good wishes go to you us 
we begin the new year. May you enjoy 
good health and find increasing happi- 
ness and satisfaction in your association 
with family, friends and fellow workers, 

Again I express my thanks to South- 
em Pacific men and women in all 
branches of the service for the loyalty 
and zeal they have put into their work, 

Now, with business improving and 
with the high type of man power we 
have on this railroad, I feel we may go 
forward with increased confidence. 

Business of the Southern Pacific was 
better in 1935 than in any year since 
1931. It improved progressively dur- 
ing the year, the number of loaded 
freight cars handled during the last 
three months being 17 per cent over 
the same period of 1934, the inercase 
for the last half year being 9 per cent 
above the last half of 1934 and the in- 
crease for the entire year 1935 being 6 
per cent above the previous year, 

At the same time passenger revenues 
increased 12 per cent in 1085 over 1934, 
the year ending with » holiday traffic 
that exceeded that of 1934 by 25 per 
cent. 


Encouraging Reports 
Reports from other lines of business 
are encouraging also, and these are con- 
firmed .by my personal observations 
during recent extensive trips in various 
parts of the country. 

In line with the general forward 
movement, we have been moving ahead 
during the last year with notable im- 
provements in our service and prepar- 
ing for further expansions and imprave- 
ments in 1936. 

Important among such improve- 
ments during the last ycar was the ex- 
tension of the fast merchandise freight 
service in connection with rail-truck 
coordination, particularly in the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento Valleys and 
between San Francisco and Los -An- 
geles, including the placing in operation 
of the fastest freight trains in the West. 
In passenger service, a program of 
air-conditioning and general improve- 
ment of passenger train equipment was 
carried forward, affecting both our own 

cars and those of ‘the. Pullman Com- 
. pany which we operate. ‘This program 
is being continued on an extensive scale 


so that substantially.all of our principal |: 


trains will be fully air-conditioned i in 
1936. 

Our projected expenditures for im- 
provements and expansion of service 
in 1936 are nearly 100 per cent above 
those of 1985, and the expenditures 
contemplated for maintenance of prop- 
erty are likewise greatly increased. 

We have just completed a line change 
at San Jose at a cost of more than

$3,000,000. In West Texas we are 
making four line changes, totaling 13 
miles. This project will be completed 
in June, 1936, at a cost of $600,000, and 
is designed to avoid interruptions in 
service due to washouts. It is unique 
in that it is probably the only railroad 
construction work going on in. the 
United States today. 

While the increase in our ‘business 
during recent months is encouraging, it 
still is far from being satisfactory, “We 
need larger volume ‘and larger net 
revenues to justify many of the exten- 
sions and improvements we would like 
to make for use of our customers and to 
provide ‘added employment’ for “our.

Tu no business is this more important 
than in that of a railroad, which may 
defeat itself, even though it provides all 
of the mechanics of transportation 
satisfactorily, if it then fails to deliver 
the service with due regard to the per- 
sonal, human equation that enters into 
each transaction.

For Railroaders to Win Friends by Telephone Courtesy 


What's a “voice smile’? 

Well, it’s that courteous and pleas- 
ant response that comes back through 
the telephone receiver; the tone of voice 
that creates an instant feeling of friend- 
liness toward the person speaking with 
such interest and attentiveness at the 
other end of the line. 

Tt was this “voice smile” that A. W. 
Flanagan, superintendent of telegraph 
and telephone for the Company, had 
particularly in mind when he recently 
issued the booklet, “Southern Pacific 
Service on the Telephone,” a copy of 
which has probably by now been placed 
in the hands of every officer and em- 
ploye on Pacific Lines, 

The “voice smile” is that quality of 
unaffected, natural speech that all of us 
possess when we keep our temper and 
disposition under control and do not 
shout or grumble a reply into the tele- 
phone that tells our listener we are 
bored, indifferent, or just plain dis- 
courteous. 

Sincerity is Keynote 

In the proper “voice smile” there is 
no affectation, no exaggerated inflection. 
of speech, no artificial tone tainted with 
insincerity; but simply a reply that is 
distinet, courteous and complete as to 
the information requested. 

When we stop to realize that there 
are 4,321 telephone connections on our 
Pacific Lines through which the travel- 
ing and shipping public contact our 
offices, and that in one year there are

this “voice smile” can be in the success 
of our business; which suecess depends 
on the friendliness as well as the effi- 
ciency of Southern Pacifie Service. 
Since so much of our business is con- 
ducted over the telephone, this method. 
of giving Southern Pacific Service has 
been and is being given particular 
study.

graph Co. assigned a group of their ser- 
vice experts to survey our telephone 
service in all its phases and suggest 
ways for improving it from the cus- 
tomer’s point of view. 

This survey includes not only the 
mechanical operation of telephone 
facilities and the specialized duties of 
telephone exchange operators, but the 
use of the telephone in connection with 
our daily work. Many improvements 
have already been made and many 
more are expected. 

In order that suggestions made in the 
pamphlet, “Southern Pacific Service on 
the Telephone,” receive the fullest at- 
tention possible, the main portion of the 
test is reprinted, as follows: 


CORRECT HABITS IN THE USE 
OF THE TELEPHONE 


1. Tone of Voice 


When you are talking to a person face 
to face, you depend on your general ex- 
pression-—~a smile or a gesture—to help 
convey the meaning of your words. In 
conversation over the telephone, the 
tone of your voice alone gives expression 
to your words. 

Let your tone indicate a pleasant and 
eager-to-help attitude, which will create 
a good impression of you and the Com- 
pany, and people will enjoy talking to 
you and doing business with you. No 
matter how routine the subject of the 
call may appear to you, remember it is 
important to the person calling; other-

wise he would not have taken the time 
and effort to make the call. 

A cheerful voice aids in putting the 
other fellow in a good humor. 

Clear and distinct enunciation is also 
very important, beeause the person to 
whom you are talking does not have 
the advantage of understanding indis- 
tinct speech by watching your face or 
reading your lips, as in face-to-face 
contact. 

It is not necessary to speak in an un- 
naturally loud voice. The best results 
ure obtained by using a natural talking 
tone. It is important, however, that 
you speak directly into the telephone, 
with the lips about one-half ineh from 
the mouthpiece. 


Tl. Making Calls 

In making a call by telephone, as 
svon as you have obtained response, 
you should immediately identify your- 
self by giving your name, and if the call 
is made to someone who docs not know 
you or your connection with the Com- 
pany, you should say “Southern Pacific 
Company,” immediately following your 
name. 

IM. Answering the Telephone 

When your telephone rings, answer 
it promptly. It isa matter of courtesy 
to the calling party not to delay your 
response unnecessarily. 

The best. way to answer is to identify 
yourself immediately by the use of your 
uame, or department, or both. 

Avoid answering with indefinite 
words, such as “Hello?” or “Yes?” 

In answering a call that comes to you 
through our private branch exchange, 
such as we have in operation at our 
principal offices, it is not necessary for 
you to say: “Southern Pacifie Com- 
pany.” The operator has said that 
already. However, at smaller stations 
where your service is provided direct 
from the central office of the telephone 
company the answer should be: “South- 
ern Pacific Company” and then your 
name, 

Tf you answer the telephone for some- 
one else a good plan is to answer “Mr. 
Blank’s office,” followed by your own 
name. 

When you answer the telephone in 
the absence of another person you 
should always offer lo be of assistance or 
to deliver a message—in other words, 
take care of the Company's business at 
once so far as possible to the satisfac- 
tion of the person who called. In such 
cases, tell the person calling, first, that 
the person asked for is out of his office; 
then ask if you can deliver a message 
or be of service. Otherwise, if you ask 
for the caller’s name first and then tell 
him the person called is out, it may ap- 
penr that the call is being avoided. 


IV, Ending Calls and Hanging Up 

When you-have finished talking, it is 
desirable to indicate this fact definitely 
to the other party on-the line. A polite 
“Thank you" and “Goodbye,” adding

Fast Freight Topic 

Operation of fast merchandise freight 
service between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, and the convenience it affords 
merchants of San Luis Obispo and other 
intermediate citics, was emphasized by 
General Freight Agent Scott. He asked 
that the railroad and the community 
consider themsclves partners in this 
transportation enterprise, the success of 
which is vital to the best interests of 
both partners. 

District Passenger Agent Drake re- 
viewed the history of Southern Pacific 
in its construction and development. 
through San Luis Obispo and the Coast 
Line territory. He also outlined what 
hus been accomplished in improving the 
comfort, speed, service, safety and 
economy of passenger train travel 
through air-conditioned equipment, 
low fares, new type coaches, and re~ 
duced dining car prices.

Mayor Sinsheimer urged a more sym- 
pathetie understanding on the part of 
both the public and the railroad, stating 
that both were interdependent in a 
community such as San Luis Obispo. 
Superintendent of Schools Teach 
pointed out that in the city school en- 
rollment of 1,876 students, more than 
200 children were from Southern Pacific 
families. 

S. P. Factor in City 

Superintendent Jordan stressed the 
importance of Southern Pacific in the 
business Life of the city, pointing out 
that the Company's payroll in San 
Luis Obispo for October amounted to 
$51,000; that taxes paid by the railroad 
and Pacific Fruit Express Company in 
the city and county amounted to $57,- 
288 in 1935; that Southern Pacific has 
374 employes in the eity, with 657 per- 
sons dependent on these employes, or a 
grand total “rail population” of 1,031, 
of whom 135 were property owners and 
tax payers,

KILLED ghway and Air 
Travel Takes Heavy Toll 


Automobile accidents resulted in 
24,840 deaths during the first nine 
months of 1935, compared to 25,080 
for the same period of 1934, accord- 
ing to a Washington dispatch of the 
Associated Press. 

In airplane accidents, 29 persons 
were killed on scheduled air lines in 
the first 10 months of 1935. Thirty- 
six were killed during the first 10 
months of 1934. Miscellaneous fly- 
ing resulted in 321 deaths during 
1934; the figure is not known for 
1935, 

Train accidents caused no deaths 
during the first eight months of 
1985. Nine train passengers died in 
accidents during the same period of 
1934. Passengers killed trying to 
board or leave moving trains are not 
ineluded as these mishaps are not 


classified as “train accidents.” 

Scheduled air’line. deaths iriclude 
passengers ‘and -crew-.of ‘airplanes, 
while train accident: deaths «listed 
include passengers only.

NEW LINE: $3,250,000 Project Eliminates Man 
] y 
San Jose Grade Crossings; City Celebrates with the S. P. 


Citizens and publie officials of San 
dose, California, joined hands with 
Southern Pacific Company in a great 
community celebration on December 
30, 1935, marking completion of the re- 
located main line through San Jose, 
a project upon which, with land pur- 
chases included, Southern Pacific spent 
approximately $3,250,000. The follow- 
ing day, December 31, regular opera- 
tion began over the new line, 

The projeet, made neeessary by the 
need for removing the main line from 
its original route along one of the prin- 
cipal streets of the city, involved the 
constru ‘on of nine grade separations, 
seven su. ays and one overhead; one 
subway be: + built by the Federal gov- 
ernment; the building of a passenger 
station; and t ¢ laying of nearly six 
tiles of new main line, together with all 
the necessary signaling equipment and 
other operating facilities. 

Its completion and attendant cele- 
bration was the oceasion for the com- 
munity to voice its pleasure in having 
been given a railroad facility equaled 
by no other city its size in the nation 
from the standpoint of safety afforded 
street traffic, and to commend the 
Southern Pacific in having kept a 
promise to have the new line in opera- 
tion by January 1, 1936. 


First Train in 1864 
It is interesting to note that the cele- 
bration was but a few days in advance 


of the 72nd anniversary of that day in 
January, 1864, when pionecr citizens 


of San Jose joined with another group 
of railroad officials to celebrate the ar- 
rival of the first passengor train and the 
opening of the rail line from San Vran- 
cisco; the second railroad to operate in 
California. 

The few hundred persons who cele- 
brated that event back in the ’60’s were 
no more enthusiastic—man for man— 
than the huge crowd that joined in the 
festivities of this last occasion. 

Several hundred persons were aboard 
the special train when it pulled out of 
the old Fourth Street station at 10 a.m. 
for the inspection trip over the new line 
to tho beautiful station on Cahill 
Street, where the dedication exercises 
were held. The honor of handling this 
train went to Conductor W. J. Welt, 
Engineer A. 8. Brown, Fireman W. J, 
Wurz, Brakemen R. W. Tobin and 
A. E. Castro. 

The program was in charge of Charles 
Bishop, president of the City Council 
of San Jose. On the speakers’ platform 
were leaders in the civic, business, 
fraternal and religious life of the city 
and County of Santa Clara, together 
with a large delegation of Southern Pa- 
cific officers, headed by President A. D. 
McDonald. Also among the Com- 
pany’s officers was Vice Chairman Paul 
Shoup, of New York, who was for many 
years closely identified with the San 
Jose project in its earlier stages. 

Speaking in behalf of the city, 
Councilman Joseph T. Brooks, who 
was president of the city council dur- 
ing the years plans for the relocation 


project were finally formulated; Assem- 
blyman C. C. Cottrell, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce; A. G. Du- 
Brutz, director of the West Santa Clara 
Street Development Association; and 
Wm. A. Baylor, secretary of the San 
Jose Merchants’ Association, speaking 
in the absence of President Lawrence 
Appleton, who was ill; all expressed 
their appreciation of the cooperation 
reccived from the railroad and for the 
investment of such a large amount of 
money in their community. 

“The past leads up to this day,” de- 
clared Mr. Brooks, “and the future 
leads from it. The City of San Jose 
says to Mr. McDonald, ‘Well Done,’ 
and wishes for him a happy new year 
and a prosperous one for the Southern 
Pacific Company.” 


Plan to Beautify Grounds 


“We can not yet realize what this 
irapressive project means to this com- 
munity,” said Mr. Cottrell in speaking 
of the plans of the chamber of com- 
merce and business associations for 
making the right of way through San 
Jose “the most beautiful in the world.” 

President McDonald expressed his 
pleasure in participating in such a sig- 
nificant eclebration, and his apprecia- 
tion for the cooperative spirit received 
from the people of San Jose and Santa 
Clara County through the city council, 
county supervisors, civic organizations, 
and City Manager Clarence B. Good- 
win, who “were all most patient with 
us during the darkest days of the de-

pression” when delays occurred that. 
were annoying to the city and embar- 
rassing to the railroad. 

“T feel the people of this community 
regard the Southern Pacific as one of its 
institutions,” he said, “and because of 
that, and in that spirit, I can assure you 
that I shall always strive to have our 
business and affairs here so conducted 
as to merit continuance of your 
friendly feeling and regard.” 

Stating that the job was substan- 
tially complete, Mr. McDonald ex- 
plained that the minor work yet to be 
done would be carried forward as 
rapidly as possible. 

“The whole project is a fine example 
of careful planning and sound work- 
manship,” Mr. MeDonald continued. 
“Mr. Kirkbride, our chief engineer, has 
given the work his personal attention; 
our able assistant.engineer, Mr. Mor- 
rison has lived on the job since its start; 
and “Mr... Christie, .our architect, is 
responsible. for development of -the 
station plans... From ‘the physical evi- 
dence you see, Iam sure you will agree 
these men ‘did their work well.” 

Pointing out that the relocation work 


involved construction of eight separa- 
tions of strect crossings, and that a 
ninth was to be built by the Federal 
Government, Mr. McDonald declared: 
“T know of no other city comparable in 
size which enjoys such freedom from 
main line grade crossings. .. . Your 
position is unique with respect to the 
safety and convenience thus afforded 
your people. 
Friendly Relationship 


“We are gratified to learn you feel 
that these improved facilities are in 
keeping with the beauty of your city 
and its importance as a cultural and 
industrial community,” he concluded. 
“Generally speaking, the improve- 
ments will not effect any substantial 
operating cconomies, and whether. or 
not added revenues develop.to justify 
the expenditures we “have made ‘de- 
pends upon .the ‘extent to: which you 
make -use of the new “facilities. “We 
hope;-of course, that the new-facilities

Viee Chairman Shoup was warmly 
received when he spoke of the time he 
served Southern Pacific in San Jose.

cific Coast depot. Thenee the route 
follows the grade scparations at Park 
Avenue, San Carlos St., Bird Ave., 
Delmas Ave., Prevost St., Willow St., 
and through a saddle in the hills on a 
route selected by Chief Engineer Kirk- 
bride, to a connection with the main 
line at Lick. At Almaden road a sub- 
way is now under construction by the 
state with Federal finances, and trains 
are operated over a temporary “shoo- 
fly” track. Also « connecting track has 
been built between the new line and the 
old line at Luther station, to provide 
switching service to industries along 
the portion of the old linc being re- 
tained. This track will open consider- 
able new area for industrial purposes. 
The whole new project required the 
installation of extensive signaling facili- 
ties. The three tracks between College 
Park (near Polhemus St.) and the new 
station are under interlocking control 
from the College Park tower. Also 
there is Centralized Traffie Control 
from the new station to Liek, operated 
by the telegraph operator at the station, 
permitting train handling solely by sig- 
nal indications without the use of train 
orders or time table superiority. This 
system also includes the freight lead to 
a point north of the new station where 
freight trains enter or leave control of 
the College Park interlocking plant. 
As result of this signaling arrange 
ment trains are operated from Santa 
Clara yard to Lick station, more than

six miles, controlled entirely by signal 
indications, representing the most mod- 
ern developments in the signal field. 
Most of the signals controlling main 
track movements are located on five 
signal bridges to place them adjacent. 
to tracks over which they govern. 


Ample Terminal Trackage 


Ample trackage has been provided 
to meet the various operating condi- 
tions. There arc three main line tracks 
between College Park tower and the 
station over which the improved type 
of signaling will permit train operations 
in either direction. At the station 
there are four tracks conveniently 
spaced to accommodate wide station 
platforms. The platforms are con- 
nected to the station by ramps leading 
to a pedestrian subway, and are cov- 
ered by an improved type of umbrella 
shed. There is a separate track for 
handling mail, baggage and express in 
carload lots. Adjacent to the station 
are facilities for cleaning and storing 
passenger equipment used in suburban 
service, where five tracks will accom- 
modate 71 cars also there is the track 
to handle freight trains around the ter- 
minal yard without interfering with 
passenger trains. 

Architecture of the new station is 
Italian Renaissance. Exterior walls are 
of tapestry brick, enriched with terra 
cotta trim. The roof is of terra cotta

Over the Longest Steel Railroad Bridge in the World 


Southern Pacific trains have a new 
entry into New Orleans. 

No longer are the huge barges 
“Mastodon,” “Mammoth” and “Car- 
rier” used to ferry pas 
trains across the M 
and from Avondale and Algiers, just 
across the river from Louisiana’s mo- 
tropolis. 

On Dee. 17, Southern Pacific trains 
began operation over the magnificent 
$13,000,000 double track railroad and 
highway bridge built across the “Fa- 
ther of Waters,” three and one-half 
tniles above New Orleans, by the city’s 
Public Belt Railroad Commission. New 
terminal facilities at Avondale have 
placed the old yard at Algiors which 
had been a Southern Pacific terminal 
for 80 years. 

The bridge was formally dedicated 
the day previous, President A. D. Me- 
Donald tuking part in the ceremonics 
along with prominent federal, state and 
city officials and representatives of all 
the transportation, commercial and 
industrial interests centering in New 
Orleans. 

Construction of the 4.4 mile strue- 
ture, the longest steel railroad bridge 
in the world and one of the nation’s 
most beautiful highway arteries, marked 
the completion of an engineering mas- 
terpiece that had been nearly half a 
century in the planning. Its eomple- 
tion will make possible an average 
ultimate saving of 45 minutes in pas- 
senger train schedules of the Southern 
Pacific, and climinates many miles of 
winding roads behind the river's 30- 
foot levees to give motorists a most 
attractive approach to the city. 


Fine View From Trains 

Towering high above the river on 
piers that extend 170 fect into the 
water and river bed, the structure 
reaches 2 maximum height of 409 feet, 
with clearance of 135 feet above high 
water level. From its lofty structure, 
passengers on Southern Pacific trains 
have a striking panoramic view of the 
city of New Orleans and the surround- 
ing plantation country. Many colored 
lights and flood beacons give spectac-

ular night illumination to the gigantic 
structure which has become New Or- 
leans’ newest tourist attraction. 

Southern Pacific was an important 
factor in the bridge project from its in- 
ception. Back in 1892, Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, then president of Southern Pa- 
cifie Company, authorized the drafting 
of plans for a double track structure. 
Borings were made and plans and speci- 
fications were perfected. But the finan- 
cial depression of 1898 brought the 
enterprise to a halt. 

This bridge would have been a little 
over two miles long, 85 feet above high 
water level, maximum height of towers 
450 feet above foundation, and would 
have cost. $5,000,000. There was little 
concrete then in use and it was pro- 
posed to build the piers, or at least face 
them, with Texas granite. It is inter- 
esting to note that the 170-foot depth 
of piers of the new bridge is the same as 
that proposed for the bridge in 1892 
and that the location of the present 
new bridge is almost precisely that 
under the original plan. 

Several yeurs passed before condi- 
tions were again considered favorable

for promotion of the bridge. In the 
meantime the necessity for a highway 
as well as a rail bridge had developed. 
The Public Belt Railroad Commission, 
an agency which provides common 
terminal facilities and freight connec- 
tions for all carriers in New Orleans, 
took the project in hand. Approval of 
the War Departrient was obtained in 
1930 and a permit issued. 


S. P. Aids Construction 


Financing then beeame the para- 
mount problem. It was at this point 
that Southern Pacific Company again 
came prominently into the picture, 
demonstrating its faith in the future of 
New Orleans by guaranteeing a mini- 
mum payment of train tolls. This 
guarantee, together with the con- 
tracted payment of $7,000,000 by the 
Louisiana Highway Commission for 
the toll-free highway privilege, made 
the project self-liquidating and it was 
possible for the federal Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to advance the 
$13,000,000 needed for the work. 

Construction was begun in Dec., 
1932, and on last Dee. 16, many thou- 
sands of persons joined in celebrating 
the bridge’s completion at the dedica- 
tion ceremonies at Nine-Mile Point. 

Prior to the ceremonies, an official 
inspection train of 16 cars, in charge of 
Conductor Thomas G. Herbert’ and 
Engineer Stanley L.- Barras, veterans 
of the Company’s service on the Texas 
and New Orleans Railroad lines, was 
run from. Union Station across the 
bridge to.Avondale and back to the 
scene of-the -celebration.-.. More than 
1000 persons were on the train, includ- 
ing-many of the notables who took-part.

in the dedication program. Later in 
the day the special train was again 
operated by Southern Pacific for the 
benefit of other hundreds who wanted 
to cross the bridge on the opening day. 
Speakers at the dedication program 
included Governor O. K. Allen, Martin 
MeCourtney, representing the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation on be- 
half of Chairman Jesse H. Jones; 
Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley, Thomas 
F. Cunningham, president of the Mis- 
sissippi Shipping -Co. and president pro 
tem of the Public Belt Railroad Com- 
mission; and Frank M. Masters, of the 
enginecring firm of Modjeski, Masters 
and Chase, builders of the bridge. 
Tribute was paid to the fine coopera- 
tion received from Southern Pacific. 
Mayor Walmsley said: “The eoopera- 
tion and vision of Southern Pacific did 
much to make the bridge possible.” 
Mr. Cunningham said; “Completion of 
the bridge . . . is a spectacular symbol of 
achievement made possible through 
teamwork in depression years. Shoul- 
der to shoulder in the accomplishment, 
four agencies have worked. They are 
the Southern Pacific .. . whose train 
tolls will pay a big part of the bridge 
cost; ... the City of New Orleans; . .. 
the State of Louisiana; . . . and the 
United States government.” 
Governor Allen officially named the 
bridge the “Huey P. Long Bridge.” 


“This is a day of great importance 
and significance to the State of Louis- 
jana and the City of New Orleans,” 
President McDonald said. “It is also 
an eventful day in the life and history 
of the Southern Pacific, 

“History shows that civilization fol- 
jows and js sustained by transportation. 
The great economic progress which this 
country has made has been due prin- 
eipally to its adequate and dependable 
transportation service. Such trans- 
portation makes all other economic ac- 
tivity possible. In this economic 
development the Southern Pacific, 
which operates about 20,000 miles of 
rail and steamship lines, extending from 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Pacific, and 
along the West Coast of Mexico, has 
played a striking part. 


S. P. Was Pioneer 


“The first link in the Southern Pa- 
cific System in Louisiana was con- 
strueted from Algiers to the West about 
80 years ago, and from that day to this, 
as the demands for transportation ser- 
vice increased, the Southern Pacific 
has kept pace with the growth and de- 
velopment of New Orleans and of the 
State of Louisiana and, in addition, has 
spent generously for the benefit of fu~ 
ture generations. 

“The men under whose Jeadership 
the Southern Pacific System in Louis- 


jana was developed, und the men who 
later managed its affairs, wero always 
identified with and had an important 
part in the upbuilding of Louisiana, and 
that will always be true because the 
Southern Pacific and the State of 
Louisiana and the City of New Orleans 
have a common interest. By working 
together in a cooperative spirit: of mu- 
tual helpfulness the success of one will 
always mean the success of the other, 
while the failure of one will be the fail- 
ure of the other. 

“The economic spectacle is ever- 
changing in its character, and in recent 
years many great changes have taken 
place in the circumstances of human 
iife. Barriers of Nature are being brok- 
en down rapidly and new improvements 
are being sought in countless directions. 
The completion of this great bridge is, 
therefore, but a forward step in this 
revolution in human affairs. 

“The bridge will benefit this com- 
munity in many ways. Time and dis- 
tance betwecn New Orleans and points 
on the Southern Pacific Lines will be 
shortened and this, of course, will mean 
improved service to shippers and the 
traveling public. The highway section 
of the bridge will open a new chapter in 
the history of communications in this 
State. Travel from one section of the 
State to another will be facilitated and 
thousands of tourists annually will route

“The remarks of other speakers as to 
credit due the Southern Pacific for its 
cooperation in making the bridge pos- 
sible were particularly pleasing and are 
very much appreciated. 

“The Southern Pacific is proud of the 
privilege and opportunity given it to 
cooperate with the State and the City 
of New Orleans in this great under- 
taking. This is a perfect example of 
what ean be accomplished by proper 
cooperation and coordination of effort, 
and I pledge you that you will continue 
to receive our cooperation in working 
out your problems,” 

Old “C, P.” Takes Part 

At the conclusion of the specehes, a 
Pageant was enacted depicting the 
progress of transportation dating back 
to the founding of New Orleans in 1718. 
This colorful spectacle featured on 
Indian runner, a Colonial rider, a stage- 
coach, old and new automobiles, and old 
and new railroad locomotives. William 
T. Donner, whose 58 years’ service rank 
him as dean of engineers on the TENO 
lines, was at the throttle of the historic 
wood-burning “C. P. Huntington,” 
which had been shipped from Sacra- 
mento to take part in the bridge ecre- 
monies. Engineer F. J. Meyers handled 
one of Southern Pacific’s most modern 
mountain type locomotives used on the 
San Antonio Division. While the 
pageant was going forward on the 
bridge, the barge “Mastodon” floated 
by and whistled a farewell salute. 

A dedication banquet was held that 
evening at the Roosevelt Hotel, at 
which Mr. McDonald also spoke. 

The new bridge is 112 miles from the 
mouth of the Mississippi and is the only 
span across “Old Man River” south of 
Vicksburg, Miss. It is the 29th bridge 
across the great river, and is located 
one mile down stream from the west 
side slip of the former Southern Pacific 
passenger ferry crossing. 

Bridge Dimensions 

Because of the low level of the land 
bordering the river and the require- 
ments of U. S. engineers that the span 
provide. a clearance of 135 feet, it was 
necessary to construct approaches of 
unusual length. The track grades are 
1.25 per cent. The west approach con- 
necting with Southern Pacific tracks is 
over a viaduct 10,791 feet long, and the 
east approach connects with the Ili- 
nois Central and the Yazoo & Mis- 
sissippi Valley rail lines. The viaduct on 
this side of the river is 8,680 fect long. 
The highway decks, with pedestrian 
lanes alongside, are on grades of four 
per cent, the east approach being 3,003 
fect and the west approach 3,378 feet 
Tong. 

The main bridge, or river crossing, is 
3,524 fect 10 inches long, and consists, 
from east bank to west bank, of three 
267-foot deck truss spans, one 330-foot 


deck truss span, one 528-foot. 2}4-inch 
simple through truss span and a, three- 
span through truss cantilever structure 
made up of a 790-foot central span and. 
two 528-foot 21¢-inch flanking spans. 

The total width of 78 feet accommo- 
dates the double tracks in the center 
with the two vehicular highways and 
tao pedestrian walks on each side. 

Material underlying the bed of the 
river at this point consists of silt, sand 
and clay to unknown depths. There- 
fore, the foundation problem was that 
of determining to what depth the pier 
footings must be carried to insure 
safety. This depth was determined at 
170 fect for the four main piers. These 
piers were constructed and sunk by the 
“sand island” method, first used in 
construction of Southern Pacific’s 
double track Martinez-Benicia Bridge 
across Suisun Bay in California, 

There was used in the structure 
413,370 tons of concrete; 4,400 tons 
of granite; 60,100 tons of steel; 131,500 
cubic yards of sand for the sand islands; 
1,189,034 lineal feet of piling; 3,500,000 
board feet of timber decking; and 587,- 
500 square feet of mattress protection 
around the piers, 


SPEED: Teletype Service Is 
Extended to Valley Freight 


Adding another facility to speed up 
the movement of merchandise freight 
between San Francisco bay cities and 
points in the San Joaquin Valley. tele- 
type circuits have been installed in the 
“key” freight stations to give faster 
and more convenient handling of way- 
bills over the Company’s telegraph lines. 

Teletype installations were com- 
pleted December 9, connecting the 
freight stations at Fourth & Berry 
streets, San Francisco, and 5th & Kirk- 
ham streets, Oakland, with the freight 
stations at Fresno and Tracy, im- 
portant “break-bulk” points. 

As soon as shipping orders are re- 
ceived from shippers at: the originating 
station, rate extensions are made and 
the teletype operator compiles the

freight waybill directly onto the tele- 
type. This waybill is simultaneously 
reproduced on the receiving teletype at 
the destination station, where with the 
aid of hectograph ribbon and ditto 
machine the necessary number of way- 
bill copies are run off. 

This arrangement places the various 
freight stations in direct touch with 
each other, and delivers the waybills to 
the destination station forces hours be- 
fore arrival of the merchandise freight. 


DIXIE: New Orleans Honors 
Liner on Return to Service 


Return of the Dixie to service be- 
tween New York and New Orleans was 
celebrated December 18, at a luncheon 
aboard the liner as she rested at. her 
New Orleans’ dock after completing 
the first southbound voyage since the 
memorable hurricane of last September. 

Many of the passengers who were 
aboard when the steamer grounded off 
the Florida coast, were among the 
guests and joined in a mighty ovation 
when Captain Einar W, Sundstrom, the 
veteran master who saved his ship and 
their lives, was introduced. 

A. 8. Hebble, superintending engi- 
neer of the Southern Pacific Steamship 
Lines, the man who designed the ship 
that stood grounded and took the 
pounding of the terrific hurricane with- 
out loss of a single life, was also loudly 
applauded and hailed as the “unsung 
hero.” 

E. E. Lambert, general agent of the 
line at New Orleans, was chairman of 
the luncheon which was attended by 
more than 200 persons, including state 
and city officials, prominent business 
and commercial representatives, the 
ship's officers, and several officials of the 
Southern Pacific, including President 
A. D. McDonald. Victor Leovy, an 
attorney for the Company at New Or- 
leans, was toastmaster. 

Praise for the work of the Morgan 
Line and Southern Pacific for their part 
in the development of New Orleans;

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FATAL: Being Struck or Run Over Causes 
Greatest Number of Deaths to Rail Employes

“Struck or run over by cars or leco- 
motives” .is the explanation of more 
employe deaths than any other. single 
cause, and is consequently a safety sub- 
ject that should command the attention 
of every supervising officer and em- 
ploye. 

There were 24 employes killed while 
on duty during the 5-year period 1930 
to 1934, inclusive, on’ Pacific Lines, by 
trains, locomotives or cars, as result 
of. fouling tracks and allowing them- 
selves to be struck or run over. This 
fact has been mentioned at all Safety 
‘Meetings for the past year and we had 
sincerely hoped 1935 would be free from 
such fatal accidents, but it appears we 
must continue and intensify our efforts, 
as four employes were killed in this 
manner between April 12 and Novem- 
ber 2 of this year. 

A review of all such accidents for the 
past several years discloses that with- 
out exception they were preventable 
and would not have occurred had the 
unfortunate men exercised duc care in 
looking to the right and to the left be- 
fore fouling or crossing a “live” track. 

It would seem this is one type of acci- 
dent which should never occur, but 
fatalities will cease only when each and 
every employe realizes the grave danger 
of indulging in unsafe practices or pur~ 
suing the improper habits of long stand- 
ing which have taken the lives of 28 
fellow employes since January 1, 1930. 

It is hoped all officers, foremen and 
other employes will heed this warning 
und start the new year by keeping a 
sharp lookout at all times for unsafe 
moves which may easily result in being 
struck or run over. 

From time to time posters, notices 
and appeals of various types have been 
placed at conspicuous points to remind 
employes of those things which should 
constantly be kept in mind. Several 
such are quoted here in the hope that 


- repetition in condensed form will serve 


a .useful purpose. For example: 
Rule “M”—“. .Employes must expect 
trains or cars to be moved at any time, 
or on any track, in either direction.” 
Also there have been the poster 
‘eaptions: 
“Too close to be safe—Never again.” 
“Moving trains can’t think—~Men 
«with bruins can. stop Train Service 
Accidents.” 
{Man ‘Alive—Look both ways before 
alighting.”’ 
‘He thought it safe to cross without 
ooking.” 

‘Next time itiwas most: nigafe?” 


“Look Both ‘Ways and 
‘These and Similar subjects have been 


reproduced on slides shown on the 
screen at our Safety Meetings during 
the past year and will be shown at many 
of the smaller terminals during 1936 to 
further impress upon hundreds of em- 
ployes the need for constant vigilance 
to avoid being struck and run over.

tile in varied shades of red and sunset. 
Foundation walls are of conerete and all 
erior wills and main walls are brick. 
he high center pavilion housing the 
waiting room is of steel columns and 
trusses. The remainder of the struc- 
tural framing is wood. 

The station building, including bag- 
gage wing, is 390 feet long and varies 
in width from 40 to 78 feet. The wait~ 
ing room is 40 by 80 feet and 33 fect in 
height. Walls have marble wainscot 
with caen stone plaster above. The 
ceiling is beamed and richly decorated. 
On the north wall over the ticket coun- 
ter is a beautiful mural painting depiet- 
ing the historical background and 
development of San Joso and Santa 
Clara Valley. 

The district freight and passenger 
agent’s office is located in a wing of the 
first floor of the station, and in the wing 
at the opposite end is the women’s and 
men’s rooms and news stand. A 
southerly extension of the concourse 
forms the baggage building which also 
houses the telephone and telegraph 
offices and equipment room. Beyond 
this is the Railway Express building. 
The second floor of the two-storied por- 
tion of the station is occupied by the 
trainmen’s room and other offices. 

Heat is supplied by steam through 
direct radiation except in the waiting 
room, where mechanical units are used, 
concealed behind ornamental panels 
and arranged to either re-circulate air 
or to draw fresh supply of air from the 
outside. 

As previously mentioned, the grade 
crossing situation within the city is 
materially improved. There sre only 
five grade crossings on the new kine, 


BIGGEST: Four giant steel girders for use 
in the East Bay approach to the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Bridge, the largest chipment of 
the kind ever to cross the continent, were 
handied over our lines eurly in December.
